SECTION 14,When, at a funeral, 
the Flag of the United States is 
used to drape a casket, the Union 
is placed over the left shoulder It 
shall not be lowered. irfto the 
grave, nor. be allowed to touch 
the ground. 

SECTION 15 Whenever the Flag 
of the United States is required 
to be flown at half-mast, it shall 
be first hoisted to the peak and 
then lowered to the half-starf 
position; and, before lowering the 
Flag for the day, it shall be 
hoisted to the peak from the half- 
mast for a moment and then low- 
ered. 

SECTION 16, On May 30th, Me- 
morial Day, the Flag of the 
United States of America shall be 
displayed at half-mast from sune 
rise until noon, and at full-mast 
from noon until sunset, 

SECTION 17, The use of crepe 
in connection with Nhe Flag of 
the United States is not in good 
taste, ordinarily, ‘and should he 
avoided except at such times as 
it is ordered by the President of 
the Unfted States, 

SECTION 18. The Flag of the 
United States of America shall 
not be used in any form of ad- 
vertisement, Neither = shal] any 
representation of said Flag be 
used in Or on any advertisement. 
Advertisements shall not be placed 
upon the Flag of the United 
States, nor upon its staff, (BAT- 
TLE\ FLAGS ALONE are permitted 
to have the names of (tthe battles 
in which {they were actually car- 
ried, placed upon them.) 

SECTION 19 In all places 
where the Flags of foreign nations 
are displayed in this city, the Flag 
of the United States of America 
shall be displayed in the place of 
honor—at the front or on_ the 
right, 

SECTION 20, The salute to the 
Flag of the United States is an 
act of respect towards the SO0V- 
er@ignty of the United Staltes of 
America, and in rendering the 
salute the individual honors him- 
self as much as he honors the 
nation. During the ceremony of 
hoisting or lowering the flag, at 
a review, or when the Flag is 
passing at tthe head of a parade 
or procession all persons present 
shal] face the Flag, stand at at- 
tention and salute: it. Those’ in 
uniform shall render the right- 
hand salute; men not in uniform 
shall remove the headdress and 
hold ik at the left shoulder; women 
shall salute by placing the right 
hand over tha@ heart. 

SECTION 21. The Song “The 
Star Spangled Banner” is recogniz- 
ed as the National Anthem of the 
United States of America, When 
the music is played on proper oc- 
casion, (during* ceremonials, at the 
close of concerts, theatres, etc.) 
all present shall stand at atten- 
tion facing the Flag, or, if no 
flag is displayed, facing the music 
and render the same salute as 
provided in the Paragraph above, 

SECTION 22 The Flag of the 
United States shall not be worn 
ag a portion of a costume or uni- 
form. 

SECTION 23. The Flag of the 
United States’ shall not be dis- 
Played on a float in a parade or 
upon any kind of vehicle, except 
from.@ staff securely attached to 
such vehicle or float. 

SECTION 24. The Flag of the 
United States shal. be regularly 
displayed at the administration 
buildings of al} public institutions 
in this City 

SECTION 25 On eledtion days, 
the Flag of the United States 
shall ke disphayed from a staff in 
front of each and every polling 
place in this City, 

SECTION 26 The Flag of the 
United States ‘is never dipped in 
homage to any person or thing. 
If honors are to be done, 'they 
shall be done by other flags and 
banners.
